Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Cheadle  and  Gatley 
Urban  Sanitary  District  for  the  Year  1914. 

As  in  all  my  previous  annual  reports  I preface  this  one  by 
quoting  from  the  memorandum  issued  annually  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  on  the  prepara- 
tion of  their  annual  reports  : — ‘ ‘ Much  importance  attaches  to 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  which,  when  care- 
fully and  systematically  prepared,  not  only  form  a record  of  local 
conditions  but  also  supply  an  index  of  public  health  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year  under  report  and  of  work  still  needing  to 
be  done.”  The  Annual  Report  should  review  all  the  local  circum- 
stances having  important  bearing  on  the  public  health. 

Consequently  I shall  have  to  restate  facts  which  have  been 
repeatedly  mentioned  in  my  previous  annual  reports.  In  the 
memorandum  no  special  information  is  asked  for  and  no  special 
attention  drawn  to  the  working  of  any  Public  Health  Act. 

On  January  1st,  1914,  an  order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  requiring  the  compulsory  notification  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  came  into  force. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  was  constituted  by  a Local  Government 
Board  Order  which  came  into  force  in  August,  1886.  It  was 
formed  by  uniting  Cheadle  with  Stockport  Etchells.  The  area 
of  the  two  portions  was  5812  acres.  By  the  Local  Government 
Board  Order,  No.  P,  1911,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Local 
Government  Provisional  Orders  Confirmation  Act,  1901,  and 
which  came  into  force  on  November  9th,  1901,  part  of  the  district 
was  incorporated  into  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport.  The 
area  of  the  part  of  the  distrcit  taken  in  was  722  acres  and  the 
population  of  the  area  at  the  time  was  2904. 

The  area  of  the  district  since  the  above  mentioned  portion 
was  taken  away  is  5090  acres. 

The  district  is  divided  into  4 wards,  viz.  : — 

Cheadle, 

Gatley, 

Cheadle  Hulrne  North, 

Cheadle  Hulme  South. 
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The  district  is  mainly  agricultural  and  residential.  The 
subsoil  is  clay  and  gravel.  There  are  two  bleachworks  and  dye- 
works,  one  small  engineering  works  and  two  steam  laundries, 
the  buildings  connected  with  these  works  are  well  constructed 
and  the  health  of  the  operatives  good.  There  are  three  brick- 
yards in  Oheadle  Hulme  and  one  in  Gatley.  In  Cheadle  Hulme 
handloom  silk  weaving  is  still  carried  on  in  some  of  the  cottages 
but  the  industry  is  rapidly  dying  out.  There  are  three  large 
institutions  in  the  district  viz.  : — The  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital, 
the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  (a  branch  of  the  Manchester 
Royal  Infirmary)  and  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks’  Orphan 
Schools.  These  are  treated  as  separate  localities  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  and  occupied  during  the 
year  was  less  than  in  1913.  Nearly  all  of  them  were  small  villa 
residences  in  the  Cheadle  Hulme  South  Ward. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  district,  including  public  institutions, 
census  1911,  was  9914,  and  excluding  institutions  (Royal  Lunatic 
Hospital  558,  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  154,  Warehousemen 
and  Clerks’  Schools  249=961)  was  8953.  The  population  estimated 
to  the  middle  of  June,  1914,  arrived  at  by  taking  the  increase 
due  to  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
and  to  the  number  of  new  houses  built  and  occupied  allowing 
4.5  person  per  house  (some  allowance  is  made  for  the  number 
of  empty  houses)  including  institutions  is  11460  and  excluding 
institutions  (Royal  Asylum  518,  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital 
162,  and  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks’  School  276=956)  is  10504. 

From  December  31st,  1913,  to  December  31st,  1914,  127 
deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  including  41  at  the  Public 
Institutions.  Of  these  deaths  86  belong  to  the  district  proper, 
29  to  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  12  to  the  Barnes  Con- 
valescent Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  at  the  Warehousemen 
and  Clerks’  Schools. 

During  1911  the  Registrar  General  made  arrangements  whereby 
each  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  supplied  with  the  number  and 
particulars  of  deaths  of  residents  belonging  to  the  district  which 
are  not  registered  in  the  district,  and  also  the  number  of  births 
needing  to  be  added  or  deducted  from  the  total  supplied  by  the 
Local  Registrar.  During  the  year  the  particulars  of  10  deaths 

of  residents  not  registered  in  the  district  were  received,  making  a 
total  of  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  96.  No  notice  of 
any  births  to  be  added  or  deducted  was  received. 

The  number  of  biiths  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
twelve  months  ending  December  31st,  1914,  was  males  114,  females 
91,  total  205.  Nine  illegitimate  births  were  registered.

In  comparing  the  death  rate  for  the  year  with  that  of  the 
previous  years  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  for  the  district 
is  lower  than  in  1913  or  1912,  as  also  is  the  death  rate  for  the  nett- 
deaths  belonging  to  the  district. 

The  birth  rate  is  higher  than  in  1913  and  1912  ; it  is  still  low 
and  well  below  the  average. 
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The  infant  mortality  is  the  lowest  there  has  been  for  the  last 
four  years,  and  it  was  mainly  due  to  impreventable  diseases. 

Comparing  the  death  rates,  birth  rate  and  infant  mortality 
with  the  average  of  the  35  urban  districts  in  the  administrative 
County  for  the  year  1913  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rates  birth 
rate  and  infant  mortality  are  well  below  the  average  for  the  County.

of  the  district  and  the  population,  census  1911,  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
at  the  census  1911. 

Table  II  gives  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  noti- 
fied during  the  year,  both  in  the  district  proper  and  also  at  each 
of  the  institutions  and  also  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital. 

Table  III  gives  the  special  causes  of  and  ages  at  death  of 
persons  who  died  during  the  year. 

Table  IV  gives  the  infant  mortality  and  also  the  nett  deaths 
from  stated  causes  at  various  ages  under  one  year  of  age,  the 
number  of  certified  and  uncertified  deaths,  nett  births  in  the  year, 
legitimate  and  illegitimate,  nett  deaths  legitimate  and  illegiti- 
mate. 

Table  III  shows  that  the  principal  causes  of  death  of  children 
under  5 years  of  age  was  bronchitis,  and  of  persons  between  45 
and  65  years  of  age,  cancer  and  phthisis,  and  of  persons  over  65 
years  of  age,  bronchitis,  cancer  and  organic  heart  disease  ; of 
other  defined  diseases  senile  decay  was  the  primary  cause  in  eight 
cases,

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Of  the  deaths  registered  in  the  district  in  1914,  50  per  cent*, 
were  over  65  years  of  age,  and  10.4  per  cent,  were  under  one  year 
of  age,  as  compared  with  36  per  cent,  over  65  years  of  age  and  14 
per  cent,  under  one  year  of  age  in  1913. 

Of  the  48  deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age  one  was  over 
95  years,  4 over  90  years,  4 over  85  years,  six  over  80  years,  nine 
over  75  years  and  15  over  70  years  of  age. 

Of  the  deaths  of  persons  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  one 
was  over  85  years  of  age,  three  over  80  years,  four  over  75  years 
and  four  over  70  years  of  age,  and  in  eight  cases  senile  decay  was 
registered  as  the  primary  cause.  Six  deaths  from  tuberculous 
diseases  occured  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital,  and  one 
at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital.  Three  deaths  from  cancer 
occurred  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital,  and  one  at  the 
Royal  Lunatic  Hospital ; one  death  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital 
was  due  to  pneumonia. 

Comparing  the  year  1914  with  1913  and  1912,  there  has  been, 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  table,  a considerable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  bronchitis  ; the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  cancer  remains  about  the  same.  There  is  also  a slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  phthisis  and  other  tuber- 
culous diseases.  There  is  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  pneumonia.  There  is  also  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  premature  births  and  congenital  debility.

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 


Two  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  influenza  and  belonged 
to  district  proper,  and  one  transferrable  death  was  registered  as 
due  to  scarlet  fever  as  compared  with  two  deaths  in  1913.  There 
was  one  fatal  case  among  the  patients  sent  to  the  Monsall  Fever 
Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  registered  as  due  to  summer 
diarrhoea.  The  death  rate  for  zymotic  disease,  moulding 
epidemic  influenza,  for  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district 
proper  is  0.01,  as  compared  with  0.19  in  1913  and  0.51  in  1912. 

PHTHISIS  AND  OTHER  TUBERCULOUS  DISEASES. 

Eleven  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  phthisis  and  other 
tuberculous  diseases  which  included  six  deaths  at  the  Barnes 
Convalescent  Hospital  as  compared  with  ten  deaths  in  1913,  of 
which  one  occurred  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  and  one  at  the 
Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital. 

Two  transferrable  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  proper 
were  registered  as  due  to  tuberculosis. 

The  nett  total  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  proper  is  seven 
as  compared  with  nine  in  1913.  The  general  death  rate  for  the 
district  for  the  year,  estimated  population  11460  per  1000  persons 
living  per  annum,  is  0.95  as  compared  with  0.99  in  1913  and 
0.84  in  1912. 

The  death  rate  for  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district 
proper  (estimated  population  10504)  is  0.64  as  compared  with  0.87 
in  1913  and  0.81  in  1912. 

Six  of  the  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  proper  were 
registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  as  Tuber culai 
Laryngitis. 

Deaths  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  were  in  two  cases 
due  to  tubercular  spinal  caries,  one  to  tubercular  meningitis,  one 
to  tubercular  adenitis,  one  to  tubercular  disease  of  the  hip,  and 
one  to  tubercular  disease  of  the  elbow. 

As  I have  remarked  in  several  of  my  previous  annual  reports 
the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  would  be  much  lower  if  persons 
did  not  come  into  the  district  from  the  neighbouring  towns  in 
the  latest  stages  of  the  disease  w'ith  the  hope  of  receiving  benefit 
from  the  purer  ah. 

DEATHS  FROM  CANCER. 

Nine  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  cancer  in  the  district 
proper,  and  one  transferrable  death  was  registered  as  due  to 
malignant  disease,  making  a total  of  ten  in  all  for  the  district 
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proper . The  parts  affected  were  in  three  cases  the  stomach, 
in  one  case  the  rectum  ; in  one  case  the  liver  ; in  one  pancreas  ; 
and  in  two  cases  the  breast,  and  in  one  the  parotid  gland. 

Of  the  four  cases  at  the  public  institutions,  in  one  case  the 
stomach  was  affected  ; in  another  the  pancreas  ; in  another  the 
liver  ; and  in  one  the  pelvis. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Ten  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age,  and  the  particulars  of  one  transferrable  death 
were  received,  making  in  all  a nett  total  of  eleven  deaths  for  the 
district.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  gastritis  and  pre- 
mature birth  and  congenital  defects  or  debility.  There  were  no 
deaths  registered  as  due  to  epidemic  diarrhoea.  Four  of  the  eleven 
deaths  were  of  infants  under  one  month  old  ; in  one  case  death 
was  due  to  suffocation  from  overlying  and  in  two  cases  premature 
birth  and  congenital  defects. 

The  transferable  death  was  registered  as  due  to  miliary 
tuberculosis.  As  I have  stated  in  other  annual  reports  I have 
no  means  of  ascertaining  the  exact  number  of  still-born  children. 
I have  received  notice  of  one  still-birth  from  a midwife. 

In  A.pril,  1907,  a circular  was  issued  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  which  recommendations  were  formulated 
so  as  to  prevent  excessive  infant  mortality.  A copy  of  these 
suggestions  was  printed  in  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1907, 
and  its  recommendations  are  being  earned  out  by  your  Council, 
or  the  various  district  nurses  and  district  visitors  with  very  satis- 
factory lesults  as  the  infant  mortality,  as  in  previous  yeais,  is 
extremely  low  from  preventable  diseases. 

MID  WIVES  ACT,  1902. 

Under  the  General  Order  issued  December,  1910,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  report  on  the  working 
of  this  Act  in  his  District. 

In  the  district  there  are  four  midwives  resident  on  the  register, 
two  of  which  do  not  practice  as  widwives,  and  one  is  too  old  now 
to  undertake  cases  by  herself.  I have  made  systematic  inspec- 
tions of  the  houses,  bags  and  apparatus  belonging  to  the  mid- 
wives,  they  are  ali  well  kept  and  clean.  Fifty- eight  cases  were 
attended  by  mid  wives  as  compared  with  forty-one  in  the  previous 
year  ; in  36  cases  the  midwife  delivered  and  attended  alone  ; in 
16  cases  a doctor  was  engaged  and  6 times  the  midwives  had  to 
call  in  a doctor. 
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Of  the  58  cases  attended  50  weie  in  the  district  and  8 were 
outside  the  district.  The  reason  for  sending  for  medical  aid  were 
in  two  cases  ruptured  perineum  ; one  high  temperature  on  6th 
day  ; one  threatened  ; one  tedious  labour;  one  for  feeble  infant. 

There  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  fever  notified  in  the  mid- 
wives practices,  nor  was  there  any  contravention  of  the  rules  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Board.  One  still-born  birth  w'as  reported 
by  the  mid  wives. 

The  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  to  act  in  his  district  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  Inspector  of  Mid- wives. 

As  regards  the  prevention  of  olrpthalmia  neonatorum  the 
midwives  are  instructed  always  to  see  that  the  eyes  of  the  newly- 
born  infant  are  well  washed  with  boric  acid  lotion,  or  a weak 
solution  of  silver  nitrate  if  there  has  been  any  reason  to  suspect 
the  mother  having  an  infected  discharge,  or  if  the  eyes  shows  any 
signs  of  inflammation  ; so  far  this  treatment  has  been  satisfactory. 

EARLY  NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  had  not  yet  been  adopted  when  your  Council  con- 
sidered the  question  of  adopting  the  Act.  It  was  decided  not 
to  do  so  as  nearly  all  the  cases  were  attended  by  medical  men  and 
in  the  few  cases  which  are  not  attended  by  medical  men  and  where 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  give  advice  the  various  district 
nurses  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand  or  reported  the  case,  so 
far  this  arrangement  works  very  well. 

INQUESTS. 

Ten  inquests  were  held  in  the  district  during  the  year  as  com- 
pared with  eleven  in  1913.  Three  inquests  were  held  on  patients 
at  the  two  public  institutions  in  the  district.  The  verdicts  were  : — 

In  one  case  suffocation  due  to  being  accidentally  overlain. 

In  one  case  suicide  by  taking  salts  of  lemon.  P.M. 

In  one  case  exhaustion  following  burns  accidentally  received. 

In  one  case  exhaustion  following  bronchitis  and  accelerated  by 
cellulitis. 

In  one  case  fatty  degeneration  and  dilatation  of  the  heart  due 
to  chronic  alcoholism.  P.M. 

In  one  case  hypertrophy  of  heart.  P.M. 

In  one  case  asphyxia  from  accidentally  drowning. 

In  one  case  suicide  by  drowning. 

In  one  case  found  drowned. 

In  one  case  pulmonary  embolism  following  fractured  thigh.  P.M. 
Four  post-mortem  examinations  were  made. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


On  January  1st  the  compulsory  notification  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  came  into  force.  On  January  1st,  1912,  compulsory 
notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  into  force.  This 
was  followed  by  an  Order  requiring  all  kinds  of  tubercular 
diseases  to  be  notified,  and  on  January  1st,  1913,  an  Order  re- 
quiring all  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  and  anterior  poliomyelitis 
to  be  notified  came  into  force.

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  in  the  district 
was  82,  of  which  19  occurred  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital 
and  18  at  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks’  Schools,  and  3 at  the 
Royal  Lunatic  -Hospital.  In  the  district  proper  42  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  were  notified  as  compared  with  55  in  1913  and 
84  in  1912.  The  number  of  notifications  of  each  disease  received

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At  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  twelve  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  seven  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  one  case  of  scarlet  fever,  one  case  of  erysipelas  and  two  cases 
of  enteric  fever  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified  as  compared  with  one  case  of  tuberculosis  in  the  previous 
year. 


At  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools  18  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  notified,  as  compared  with  6 cases  of  scarlet  fever  and 
one  case  of  tuberculosis  in  1913. 


METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

As  soon  as  a case  of  infectious  disease  is  notified  I immediately 
visit  the  house  where  the  case  has  occurred  and  try  if  possible 
to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection,  and  then  with  the  aid  of  the 
Medical  gentlemen  in  attendance  and  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
take  all  possible  precautions  to  prevent  the  disease  from  spreading, 
and  advice  is  also  given  as  to  remedying  and  sanitary  defect. 
In  cases  where  the  medical  attendant  has  asked  me,  and  the  parents 
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consent  has  been  given,  the  patients  have  been  removed  to  the 
Fever  Hospital.  As  soon  as  I am  informed  that  the  house  is 
ready  for  disinfection  where  a case  has  occurred  your  Inspector 
fumigates  the  house  with  either  Sulphur  Dioxide  or  formaldehyde 
and  the  bedding  and  other  articles  of  clothing  are  sent  away  to 
be  disinfected  by  steam. 

In  November  your  Council  gave  me  instructions  to  draw  up, 
with  the  assistance  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  a form  of  advice 
and  instructions  to  be  handed  to  occupiers  of  premises  in  this 
district  at  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  arise,  this  I did  and 
and  the  circular  has  been  printed.  It  is  to  be  given  to  the  various 
Headmasters  and  Headmistresses  of  the  day  schools  so  that  they 
can  give  them  out  when  any  case  of  infectious  disease  is  reported 
to  them.  A copy  of  the  circular  is  attached.

DIRECTIONS  TO  PARENTS. 

For  Preventing  the  Spread  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  diseases  to  which  these  directions  relate  are  the  Common 
Infectious  Diseases  of  Childhood,  namely  : — Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever  and  Whooping  Cough. 

As  soon  as  you  suspect  your  child  to  be  sickening  with  infectious 
disease,  send  for  your  Doctor  and  also  communicate  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
District. 

The  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  separate  the  child  or  person 
from  the  rest  of  the  family. 

In  no  case  must  a child  from  an  infected  house  attend  either 
day  or  Sunday  School,  or  play  with  children  from  other  houses 

No  inmate  of  such  house  to  attend  Church,  Chapel,  or  any  other 
Public  Meeting.  Visitors,  or  even  relatives  from  other  houses, 
must  be  firmly  refused  admission  to  infected  dwellings  until  dis- 
infection is  complete. 

If  the  child  or  person  is  sent  to  a fever  Hospital  the  other 
children  should  be  kept  in  Quarantine  (isolated)  for  14  days  and 
if  no  fresh  case  occurs  they  may  be  then  allowed  to  return  to  School. 

When  a patient  returns  home  from  Hospital  it  should  not  be 
allowed  to  sleep  with  another  person  for  at  least  ten  days,  and 
if  there  is  any  discharge  from  mouth,  nose  or  ears,  the  patient 
should  be  isolated  and  kept  apart  from  other  members  of  the 
f amity  until  such  discharge  entirely  ceases,. 
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It  is  particularly  desired  that  strict  attention  should 

BE  PAID  TO  THE  FOLLOWING  I 

Any  person  who — 

1.  While  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder 
wilfully  exposes  himself  without  proper  precautions  against 
spreading  the  said  disorder  in  any  street,  public  shop,  place, 
inn  or  public  conveyance,  or  enters  any  public  conveyance 
without  previously  notifying  to  the  owner,  conductor  or 
driver  thereof  that  he  is  so  suffering  ; or 

2.  Being  in  charge  of  any  person  so  suffering,  so  exposes 
such  sufferer  ; or 

3.  Gives,  lends,  transmits  or  exposes  without  previous  dis- 
infection, any  bedding,  clothing,  rags  or  other  things  which 
have  been  exposed  to  infection  from  any  such  disorder,  shall 
be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds. 

MEASLES. — In  Cases  of  Measles,  children  should  not  be 
allowed  to  play  with  other  children  for  14  days  after  the  rash  has 
disappeared  or  the  cough  is  gone. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. — In  Whooping  Cough,  children  should 
be  kept  away  from  other  children  until  the  cough  is  gone. 

CHICKEN  POX. — Children  should  be  kept  away  till  all  the 
scabs  have  come  off.

PRECAUTIONS  TO  BE  TAKEN  WHEN  A CASE  OF  IN 
FECTIOUS  DISEASE  IS  NURSED  AT  HOME. 

The  Sick  Room,  which  should  be  large  and  airy,  and  prefer- 
ably on  the  upper  floor,  should  be  cleared  of  needless  furniture, 
and  all  curtains,  bed  hangings  and  carpets. 

All  drawers  and  cupboards  in  the  Sick  Room  should  be  emptied 
of  theii  contents,  or  the  latter  will  certainly  get  infected. 

It  is  important  that  the  Sick  Room  should  be  frequented  only 
by  the  attendants  on  the  sick.  Visitors  aie  liable  to  carry  aw'ay 
in  theii  clothing  particles  of  infective  matter,  and  thus  to  spread 
disease  to  other  houses. 
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In  SCARLET  FEVER,  the  scales,  and  dust  like  powder  from 
the  skin,  are  highly  infectious. 

In  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  discharges  from  the  mouth, 
ears,  and  nose,  are  likewise  highly  infectious  ; therefore  no  patient 
suffering  from  either  of  these  diseases  can  safely  be  allowed  to 
return  to  school  or  to  mix  with  other  persons, 

(a)  Until  the  skin  has  again  become  quite  smooth  after  com 
pletion  of  the  “ peeling  5 ’ process,  or 

(b)  Until  all  discharges  from  the  mouth,  ears  and  nose  have 
entirely  ceased. 

In  TYPHOID  (Enteric)  FEVER  it  is  the  motions  from  the  bowels 
that  are  specially  infectious;  therefore  great  care  is  necessary 
in  their  disposal.  The  motions  should  be  passed  into  a vessel 
containing  either  carbolic  acid  solution*  or  solution  of  sulphate 
of  iron  or  green  copperas,!  and  immediately  afterwards  be  emptied 
into  a pail  specially  provided  for  the  purpose.  Any  bedding  or 
linen  which  may  have  got  soiled  with  these  motions  should  at  once 
be  placed  in  carbolic  solution,  and  afterwards  be  cleansed  by 
boiling  with  soap  or  soda. 

A sheet  kept  constantly  wet  with  a solution  of  carbolic  acid* 
or  of  chloride  of  limef  should  be  kept  constantly  hanging  across 
the  doorway,  in  such  a way  as  to  prevent  the  air  of  the  sick  room 
from  escaping  to  other  parts  of  the  house. 

Fresh  Air  and  Soap  and  Water  are  the  safest  disinfectants  to 
trust  to,  and  these  disinfectants  should  be  used  freely  in  the  sick 
room. 

An  Open  Fire  is  the  best  ventilator  known  ; a fairly  good  one 
should  always  be  kept  burning  in  the  sick  room.  The  fire  causes 
a draught,  which  carries  up  the  chimney  all  the  impure  air  and 
much  of  the  infectious  matter  in  the  sick  room. 

NECESSITY  FOR  CLEANLINESS. 

In  all  dealings  with  the  sick,  scrupulous  attention  is  essential 
in  the  interest  of  the  patient,  not  less  than  for  the  protection  of 
the  nurse  and  of  other  members  of  the  household. 

The  following  1 ‘ golden  rules  ’ ’ are  worth  remembering  : — 

(a)  After  each  attendance  on  the  sick,  the  nurse  should  care- 
fully wash  her  hands  and  face  before  herself  taking  food. 
Where  the  illness  is  Typhoid  Fever,  this  precaution  is 
especially  necessary  ; J neglect  of  it  has  frequently  led 
to  direct  infection  of  a nurse  by  her  patient. 
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(b)  No  article  of  food  or  of  drink  which  has  been  in  the  sick 
room  should  ever  be  partaken  of  elsewhere  ; it  should  be 
destroyed. 

(c)  All  cups,  glasses,  plates,  spoons,  &c.,  which  have  been 
used  by  the  patient  should  be  cleansed  with  1) oiling  water 
containing  soda  before  use  by  other  persons. 

All  bed  and  body  linen,  immediately  after  removal  from  the 
sick,  should  be  placed  in  a solution  of  carbolic  avid,  and  be  after- 
wards boiled  in  water  containing  washing  soda. 

All  discharges  from  the  sick,  whether  from  the  mouth,  nose 
or  ears,  should  be  received  into  a spittoon  or  other  vessel  con- 
taining a solution  of  carbolic  acid. 

Small  pieces  of  old  rag  should  be  used  by  the  patient  instead  of 
sponges  or  handkerchiefs.  The  soiled  rags  should  be  burnt  im- 
mediately after  use. 

Every  water-closet  used  by  the  sick  should  be  disinfected  daily 
with  at  least  a pint  of  carbolic  solution  or  of  solution  of  green 
copperas,|  and  a quantity  of  the  same  fluid  should  be  placed  in 
every  vessel  used  for  the  reception  of  bowel  discharges  from  the 
sick. 

All  Books,  Periodical,  Toys,  and  other  Articles  which  have  been 
handled  by  the  sick  must  forthwith  be  burned.  On  no 
account  should  a book  be  returned  to  a library,  as  it  is  certain  to 
retain  infection. 

Disinfectant  powder  for  drains  will  be  supplied  gratuitously 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

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STEAM  DISINFECTOR. 

Owing  to  the  remarks  made  repeatedly  in  m}r  former  annual 
reports,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1911,  enquiries  were  made  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  as  to  what  your  Council  were  doing  in 
the  matter  of  providing  a steam  disinfector.  Your  Council  then 
made  arrangements  with  the  Stockport  Corporation  whereby 
all  bedding  and  articles  of  clothing  can  be  sent  to  the  Stockport 
Corporation  Disinfecting  Station  to  be  passed  through  the  steam 
disinfector.  This  arrangement  continues  to  work  satisfactorily 
and  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

48  houses  were  disinfected  after  cases  of  infectious  disease5 
and  the  cost  of  sending  bedding  and  other  articles  to  be  clisin" 
fected  by  steam  w'as  £12  16s.  6ch,  as  compared  with  £26  in  1913. 
Each  case  costs  about  15/-.  As  far  as  I can  see  this  is  the  most 
econonical  method  that  we  can  adopt. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Professor  Delepine,  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  of  the  Victoria  University,  for  material 
cases  or  suspected  cases  of  enteric  fever  and  diphtheria  to  be  ex- 
amined bacteriologicallv.  This  means  of  diagnosis  was  not  so 
much  used  as  in  previous  years.  Sputum  from  cases  of  suspected 
tuberculosis  can  now  also  be  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 

The  number  of  specimens  sent  during  the  year  was  10  as  com- 
pared with  13  in  1913,  and  9 in  1912.  Of  these  10  cases  6 were 
from  cases  of  suspected  diphtheria,  3 from  cases  of  suspected 
enteric  fever  and  one  from  suspected  tuberculosis. 

The  results  of  the  examinations  were  as  follows  : — 

Diphtheria Positive,  0 ..  Negative,  6 

Enteric  Fever ,,  0 . . ,,  3 

Tuberculosis ,,  0 . . ,,  1 

The  district  has  on  the  whole  been  very  free  from  epidemics 
of  notifiable  disease  during  the  year.  There  has  been  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  notified.  I think  that  this  is  the  first  year 
since  the  notification  of  infectious  disease  came  into  force  that 
theT’e  has  not  been  a case  of  diphtheria  notified.  The  largest 
number  of  cases  were  notified  in  March  and  October,  and  the 
largest  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  wrere  notified  in  these 

o 

months,  only  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year. 
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At  the  end  of  1913  mumps  were  very  prevalent,  at  Gat  ley  the 
Elementary  Schools  were  closed  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays, 
they  were  re-opened  at  the  end  of  the  holidays  in  January.  The 
Cheadle  Council  Schools  with  mixed  and  infant  departments  were 
closed  from  December  8th  to  January,  1914  on  account  of  mumps. 
Whooping  cough  was  prevalent  in  April.  Summer  diarrhoea  was 
never  prevalent  in  the  Autumn. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  which  were  notified 
was  distributed  over  the  districts  as  follows  : —

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SMALLPOX. 

No  Ceases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

VACCINATION. 

I have  been  unable  to  get  the  exact  number  of  children  success- 
fully vaccinated  in  the  district,  but  the  Vaccination  Officer  informs 
me  that  it  is  fewer  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  births  than  in 
the  previous  year,  as  the  number  of  exemptions  is  still  increasing 
rapidly. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Fifty-five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  twenty-five  in  1913.  Thirty-three  cases  occurred 
at  the  Public  Institutions  in  the  district,  viz  : — Eighteen  at  the 
Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools  ; twelve  at  the  Barnes  Con- 
valescent Hospital  ; and  three  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital ; 
twenty-two  cases  belonging  to  the  district  proper  of  which 

8 occurred  in  the  Cheadle  Ward.

The  disease  in  most  cases  was  of  a very  mild  type,  one  case 
proved  fatal.  In  nearly  all  the  cases  there  was  great  difficulty 
in  tracing  the  source  of  infection,  and  in  most  cases  was  thought 
to  have  contracted  the  disease  outside  the  district. 

CHEADLE  WARD. 

Three  of  the  eight  cases  belonging  to  this  Ward  occured  in 
one  family  and  three  more  occurred  in  one  street  about  the  same 
time.  I was  unable  to  trace  a common  source  of  infection  in  these 
cases,  The  only  common  connection  all  these  cases  had  was  that 
they  attended  the  same  school  but  how  they  became  infected  I 
was  unable  to  ascertain  although  most  careful  enquiries  were 
made.  All  possible  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  disease 
from  spreading  and  I visited  the  school  on  several  occasions. 

GATLEY  WARD. 

In  two  cases  the  patients  had  come  from  houses  where  a case 
of  scarlet  fever  had  been  notified,  and  in  another  case  the  patient 
had  contracted  the  disease  outside  the  district.  The  other  cases 
were  sporadic  cases  of  a very  mild  type. 
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CHEADLE  HULME  NORTH  WARD. 

One  case  occurred  in  this  Ward,  in  this  case  the  patient  had 
been  in  contact  with  other  pre\  iously  notified  cases. 

CHEADLE  HULME  SOUTH  WARD. 

Four  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  same  avenue,  but  at  different 
times,  there  was  no  common  cause  of  infection  as  far  as  I could 
ascertain,  two  of  these  cases  occurred  in  one  house.  In  another 
case  the  disease  was  supposed  to  have  been  contracted  whilst 
the  patient  was  outside  the  district. 

RETURN  CASES. 

There  were  no  instances  where  the  members  of  the  family  had 
been  attached  after  a patient  has  returned  from  the  Hospital. 

The  cases  at  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools  began  to 
be  notified  soon  after  the  children  had  returned  from  their  Christ 
mas  Holidays.  At  first  the  Medical  Officer  could  not  account 
for  the  outbreak  but  afterwards  found  out  that  one  of  the  children 
had  come  from  a house  where  there  was  a case  of  scarlet  fever 
and  was  peeling.  Since  June  no  cases  have  been  notified  from 
this  Institution. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  from  the 
Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  disease  has  been  very  prevalent  in  the  City  of  Man- 
• Chester. 

I was  unable  to  ascertain  the  origin  of  infection  in  the  cases 
which  occurred  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital.  All  possible 
precautions  were  taken  and  the  results  were  most  satisfactory. 

Twenty-seven  cases  were  sent  to  Monsall  Fever  Hospital  in- 
cluding twelve  cases  from  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital. 
No  cases  were  sent  either  from  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks 
Schools  or  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital. 

ENTERIC  FEVER, 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  five 
in  the  previous  year. 

Three  specimens  of  blood  were  sent  to  be  bacteriological^ 
examined  and  in  each  case  there  was  a negative  result. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
nine  in  1913,  and  seventeen  in  1912.  In  November  there  were 
a number  of  cases  of  bad  sore  throats  of  a very  suspicious  character 
but  a bacteriological  examination  gave  the  negative  result.  Six 
swabs  were  sent  to  be  examined  and  in  each  case  the  result  was 
negative. 

ANTITOXIN. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1906  your  Council  instructed  me 
to  keep  a supply  of  antitoxin  which  could  be  used  in  necessitous 
cases.  This  supply  is  now  kept  at  the  Council  Offices  where  it 
can  be  obtained  at  anytime.  Antitoxin  has  been  used  on  a few 
occasions  in  very  suspicious  cases  before  a bacteriological  exami- 
nation had  been  made. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  midwife  reported 
a case  of  high  temperature  to  me  but  it  did  not  turn  out  to  be 
a case  of  puerperal  fever.  As  a precautionary  measure  the  nurse 
was  instructed  not  to  take  on  any  fresh  cases  while  the  case  re- 
mained doubtful. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  three  in  1913. 
Seven  of  the  fourteen  cases  occurred  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent 
Hospital.  All  the  cases  belonging  to  the  district  proper  were  of 
a very  mild  type  and  require  no  special  comment.  In  nearly 
all  the  cases  the  face  and  head  are  affected.  They  occurred  in 
the  Wards  as  follows  : —

ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBO  SPINAL 
FEVER. 

One  case  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  was  notified.  The  patient 
was  a little  girl,  aged  two  years.  The  parents  were  unable  to  tell 
me  what  had  brought  on  the  attack.  The  child  at  first  was 
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paralysed  all  over,  but  the  use  has  come  back  in  nearly  all  the 
limbs.  The  patient  is  now  under  Hospital  treatment.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  house  and  surroundings  were  all  good. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  OTHER  TUBERCULAR 
DISEASES. 

On  January  1st,  1912  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Order 
came  into  force  which  requires  every  Medical  Practitioner  to 
notify  every  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurring  in  his 
private  or  public  practice.  In  1913  the  Order  was  extended  and 
it  now  requires  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  to  be  notified. 

Eight  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  eleven  in  1913  and  twenty-two  in  1912. 
One  case  notified  twice.  No  cases  were  notified  from  any  of  the 
Public  Institutions.  Three  cases  of  other  tuberculous  diseases 
were  notified  as  compared  with  thirteen  in  1913  and  one  of  these 
was  notified  twice. 

The  notifications  were  distributed  over  the  district  as  follows  : —

In  each  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  that  was  notified  I 
visited  the  house  and  full  enquiries  were  made,  and  when  necessary, 
advice  was  given.  One  case  was  sent  to  a Sanatorium  and  another 
was  to  have  gone  but  was  to  ill  to  go  when  the  necessary 
arrangements  had  been  made.  One  ease  which  was  notified 
had  come  on  a visit  to  some  friends  in  the  district.  Your  Council 
as  yet  has  done  nothing  in  the  matter  of  providing  shelters  or 
sputum  pots,  but  do  provide  disinfectants  which  are  very  freely 
used. 

Houses  where  cases  have  occurred  or  where  patients  have  died 
have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and  also  the  bedding  and  articles 
of  clothing  which  may  have  become  contaminated. 

OTHER  TUBERCULOUS  DISEASES. 


The  three  cases  that  were  notified  all  belong  to  the  district 
proper.  One  case  was  notified  twice.  In  one  case  the  larynx 
was  affected,  in  another  glands  in  the  abdomen. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  was  notified.  On  visiting  the  house  I ascertained 
that  the  eyes  were  affected  on  the  5th  day  after  birth.  Full  in- 
structions were  given  as  to  treatment. 

MEASLES. 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable.  The  district  was  on  the  whole 
very  free  from  the  disease,  only  a very  few  isolated  cases  were 
reported. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

During  April  several  cases  were  reported  to  me  from  among 
the  children  attending  the  Infant  Department  of  the  Cheadle 
Council  Schools.  I visited  the  schools  on  several  occasions  and 
with  the  Headmistress  took  precautions  to  prevent  the  disease 
from  spreading.  No  fresh  cases  were  reported  after  the  middle 
of  May. 

MUMPS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1913  the  disease  was  so  prevalent  that 
the  Gatley  Schools  were  closed  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  When  they  were  re-opened  after  the  Christmas  holidays 
in  January  the  attendance  was  up  to  normal  again.  It  was  also 
necessary  to  close  the  Cheadle  Council  Schools  from  December 
18th  to  January  12th,  1914  on  account  of  mumps  as  so  many 
children  especially  in  the  Infant  Department  were  affected  even 
after  the  schools  were  re-opened  the  attendance  was  not  good 
and  did  not  become  normal  for  some  weeks. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

The  disease  was  never  prevalent  but  at  the  end  of  December  a 
few  cases  were  reported  to  me. 

SUMMER  DIARRHOEA. 

This  disease  was  never  prevalent.  During  the  summer  a cir- 
cular was  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  the  various 
Sanitary  Authorities  about  precautions  to  be  taken  by  Sanitary 
Authorities  in  the  summer  months  with  special  reference  to  the 
prevention  of  epidemic  diarrhoea.  In  this  circular  it  is  suggested 
that  hand-bills  advising  domestic  cleanliness,  destruction  of  refuse, 
&c.,  should  be  drawn  up  and  distributed. 

Your  Council  gave  me  instructions  to  draw  up  a hand -bill  which 
I did  and  a copy  of  it  is  appended  to  this  report. 

No  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  summer  epidemic  diarrhoea* 
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INFLUENZA. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
and  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  Two  deaths  were  regis- 
tered as  primarily  due  to  influenza. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASE. 


In  1903  your  Council  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  old 
Withington  Urban  District  Council  which  has  now  been  incor- 
porated into  the  City  of  Manchester,  for  retaining  three  beds  at 
then  Bagnley  Sanatorium  for  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
and  enteric  fever.  This  was  continued  up  till  1912  when  your 
Council  entered  into  arrangements  with  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Manchester  for  retaining  three  beds  at  their  Monsall  Fever 
Hospital  as  the  Baguley  Sanatorium  had  been  converted  into  a 
Sanatorium  for  tuberculous  patients.  This  has  been  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  district.  On  several  occasions  when  our  beds 
been  occupied  urgent  cases  have  been  taken  in  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

For  cases  of  smallpox,  in  1902,  your  Council  jointly  with  the  then 
Heaton  Norris  Urban  District  Council  erected  a temporary  iron 
hospital  for  eight  beds  on  the  waste  land  near  the  Sev^age  Outfall 
Works.  Now  that  the  Heaton  Norris  District  has  been  incor- 
porated into  the  Stockport  County  Borough  the  agreement  still 
holds  with  this  Corporation. 

Although  quite  ready  for  occupation  it  has  never  been  used. 

The  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  send  all  their  cases  to  Monsall 
Fever  Hospital. 

The  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  send  cases  to  the  Monsall  Fever 
Hospital  or  can  isolate  them  in  one  of  their  detached  houses. 

The  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools  have  their  own  Sana- 
torium. Their  cases  are  also  sent  at  times  to  the  Monsall  Fever 
Hospital. 

Thirty-four  cases  were  sent  in  all  to  Monsall  Fever  Hospital 
as  compared  with  fifteen  in  1913.  Of  the  thirty-four  cases  seven- 
teen belonged  to  the  district  proper,  and  nineteen  w^ent  from  the 
Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  these  patients  was  £156  which  does 
not  include  the  retaining  fee  of  £63,  and  the  cost  of  removing  the 
patients  which  was  £14  14s.  Od.  The  average  length  of  stay  at 
the  hospital  for  each  patient  is  fifty-two  days. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  CASES  OF  PHTHISIS. 


In  December,  1911,  I was  directed  to  report  on  the  Sanatorium 
and  Hosjfital  accommodation  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority 
for  early,  intermediate  and  advanced  cases  of  Phthisis.  None 
has  been  provided,  nor  has  your  Council  reserved  any  beds  in 
a Sanatorium  for  cases  of  Phthisis.  As  far  as  I know  there  is 
no  suitable  building  in  the  district  for  the  treatment  of  Phthisis. 

Several  patients  from  this  district  attended  the  Manchester 
Consumptive  Hospital  and  are  from  there  sent  to  sanatoria.  The 
Stockport  Board  of  Guardians  have  erected  at  their  Stepping 
Hill  Hospital,  a pavilion,  in  which  patients  under  the  Poor  Law, 
from  the  district  can  be  treated. 

As  yet  nothing  definite  has  been  done  in  the  providing  of  dis- 
pensaries for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  tuberculosis.  This  is  still 
I think  under  consideration  of  the  County  Council. 


SEWAGE  OUTFALL  WORKS. 

These  continue  to  act  very  satisfactorily  as  in  previous  years 
Whenever  samples  of  the  effluent  have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector 
of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  for  analysis,  they  have 
been  reported  on  as  very  good  or  good. 

When  the  Outfall  Works  was  first  brought  into  use,  the  sewage 
was  treated  with  a solution  of  4 4 alumino-ferric  ’ ’ and  then  passed 
into  settling  tanks  and  from  thence  on  to  filter  beds  consisting 
of  sand  gravel  and  polarite.  As  this  process  was  very  expensive 
it  was  changed  and  the  sewage  allowed  to  settle  in  open  tanks 
and  then  the  effluent  passed  on  to  the  land.  No  chemicals  being 
used  at  all.  This  process  your  Surveyor  informs  me  works  satis- 
factorily. There  are  14  acres  of  land  which  have  been  levelled 
up  and  can  be  used  for  land  filtration.  The  sewage  is  now  treated 
with  alumino-ferric  before  passing  into  the  settling  tanks. 


SEWAGE  SYSTEM. 


There  has  been  no  addition  during  the  year.  The  only  parts 
of  the  district  now  which  are  not  properly  sewered  are  Styal  Road 
and  Outwood.  If  the  Outwood  district  was  properly  sewered 
it  would  soon  become  a residential  area. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

Two  streets  have  been  levelled,  sewered,  channelled  and 
macadamized.  Plans  have  been  passed  for  the  making  up  of 
four  new  streets. 

Several  houses  have  been  re-drained  and  connected  up  with 
the  main  sewer  or  had  defective  drains  made  good. 

Several  ashpits  and  privies  have  been  replaced  by  waterclosets 
and  dustbins.  The  lighting  of  the  streets  have  been  improved 
and  lamps  have  been  erected  in  four  new  streets. 

There  are  still  some  passages  behind  the  cottage  property  in 
Cheadle  which  requiring  paving. 


DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

This  is  done  by  your  Council’s  own  men  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  who  drew  up  a very  thorough 
scheme  in  1910.  This  scheme  continues  to  work  very  satis- 
factorily, extremely  few  complaints  were  received.  In  your 
Inspector’s  report  which  is  appended  to  this  report  is  a summary 
of  the  number  of  loads  of  house  and  other  refuse  removed  from 
dwelling-houses  during  the  year,  he  remarks  that  the  work  of 
this  department  is  increased  considerably  by  the  large  amount 
of  garden  refuse  placed  in  the  ashpits  and  dustbins,  and  also  the 
amount  of  combustible  material  which  ought  never  to  have  been 
removed  from  the  houses.  During  1913,  owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  garden  refuse  placed  in  the  dustbins  and  ashpits  your 
Council  instructed  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  have  bills  printed 
and  circulated  prohibiting  the  placing  of  this  refuse  in  the  recept- 
acles. 

The  bill,  a copy  of  which  is  in  your  Inspector’s  report,  was 
posted  on  the  bins  and  ashpits  and  has  been  most  beneficial. 

Fifteen  privies  have  been  abolished  and  replaced  by  water- 
closets  and  twenty-one  ashpits  have  been  done  away  with  and 
replaced  by  dustbins.  Four  privies  have  been  repaired  and 
thirty-four  ashbins  have  been  replaced.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tlie  water  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corpora- 
tion, and  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  There  was 
no  curtailment  of  the  supply  during  the  year  nor  were  there  any 
complaints  as  to  the  purity  of  the  water.  Six  houses  have  been 
provided  with  towns  water,  one  well  has  been  closed. 

One  sample  of  well  water  was  taken  for  the  purpose  of  analysis. 
The  Analyst  reported  it  as  fit  for  domestic  purposes  although 
it  is  very  hard.  Your  Council  took  no  steps  in  the  matter.

‘ POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  Summer  months  about 
the  smell  arising  from  any  of  the  streams. 

Your  Inspector  made  frequent  observations.  In  November  a 
complaint  was  received  about  the  smell  arising  from  a stream 
especially  after  a storm.  Both  I and  your  Inspector  made  a 
thorough  inspection  and  found  the  cause  to  be  some  trade  refuse 
which  was  draining  into  the  brook,  not  sewage  contamination. 
Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  have  this  nuisance  abated. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  fourteen  in  the  district.  They  have  all  been  regularly 
visited  and  found  very  clean.  There  are  no  cellar  bakehouses. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  1907,  your  Council  resolved  that  all 
slaughter-houses  in.  the  district  should  be  licensed.  This  resolu- 
tion was  carried  out  and  licences  granted  at  the  beginning  of  1908 
There  are  five  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district.  They 
have  all  been  regularly  visited  by  your  Inspector  and  I have 
visited  them  from  time  to  time.  Your  Inspector  frequently  goes 
when  slaughtering  is  going  on.  They  are  all  cleanly  kept.  Most 
of  the  meat  sold  in  the  district  comes  from  the  Manchester  abattoirs 
ready  dressed,  and  I think  that  the  number  of  animals  slaugh 
tered  in  the  district  decreaess  each  year.  Sheep  and  lambs  are 
the  principal  animals  killed  in  the  district.  No  tuberculous 
carcases  were  found  or  offered  for  sale  in  any  of  the  licensed 
premises. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  forty -two  dairies  to  which  are  attached  seventy- 
nine  cowsheds.  There  are  three  milkshops  in  the  district.  They 
have  all  been  regularly  visited  by  your  Inspector  and  they  are 
all  on  the  whole  clean  and  the  animals  well  cared  for.  Two  cow- 
sheds have  been  altered  and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  improved. 
In  my  other  annual  reports  I have  remarked  in  the  great  im- 
provement there  is  in  the  lighting,  ventilation  and  the  cubic  space 
per  cow  as  compared  with  formerly.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
there  is  now  over  600  cubic  feet  of  space  per  cowr.  Out  of  the 
seventy-nine  cowsheds  there  are  only  fourteen  with  a cubic  space 
per  cow  under  600  cubic  feet  and  there  are  none  under  400  cubic 
feet. 

Nine  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  distrcit  were  taken  for  analyses 
by  the  County  Council  Inspector.  They  were  all  certified  as 
pure. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

No  samples  of  food  were  taken  by  your  Inspector,  but  several 
have  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  Inspector,  who  has  kindly 
furnished  me  with  the  following  particulars  of  samples  taken 
viz.  : —

UNWHOLESOME  FOOD. 

None  as  far  as  I know  was  offered  for  sale  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  none  in  the  district. 

UNHEALTHY  HOUSES  AND  OVERCROWDING. 

One  cottage  in  December  was  ordered  to  be  closed  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation  in  its  present  condition.  No  cases  of  over- 
crowding were  reported  or  discovered.

HOUSING  ACT,  1909. 

In  September,  1910,  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  certain 
regulations  under  section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act.  In  these  regulations  it  is  required  that  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  should  include  in  his  annual  report  particulars  and 
information  in  a tabular  form  in  regard  to  the  number  of  houses 
inspected  under  section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1909.  In  October, 
1911,  your  Council  appointed  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  their  Sanitary  Inspector  to  make  inspections  under  the  Act. 

Inspections  have  been  made  in  Cheadle  and  Clieadle  Hulme 
North  and  South  Wards.  During  the  year  240  houses  were  in- 
spected. 

TABULAR  FORM  OF  WORK  DONE  UNDER  THE  ACT. 

Number  of  houses  inspected,  240. 

No  houses  were  considered  to  be  hi  a state  so  dangerous  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

No  representations  were  made  to  your  Council  with  a view  to 
making  closing  orders. 

No  closing  orders  were  made. 

No  dwelling  houses  had  defects  made  good  after  closing  orders 
had  been  made. 

Fifteen  dwelling  houses  had  defects  remedied  without  making 
closing  orders.

Your  Council  in  no  case  had  to  execute  any  necessary  repairs 
The  number  of  back  to  back  houses  in  the  district  is  6. 

There  are  no  cellar  dwellings  in  the  district. 

The  houses  which  were  inspected  were  on  the  whole  clean  and 
commodious,  well  lighted  and  surrounded  by  plenty  of  air  space 

TOWN  PLANNING. 

During  1912  your  Council  had  conferences  with  several  of  the 
neighbouring  authorities  and  a portion  of  the  north-eastern  boun- 
dary (Adswood  District)  was  taken  first,  consisting  of  an  area 
of  471  acres  and  a population  of  54.  In  1913  application  was 
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made  and  sanction  given  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  this  area.  In  1913  an  owners’  meeting  was 
held  in  respect  to  area  No.  2 (4231  acres),  which  prectically  in- 
cludes the  remaining  portions  of  the  district  with  the  exception 
of  the  excluded  areas.  Application  for  sanction  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  this  area  is  about  to  be  made. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

Seventy -three  new  houses  were  built  and  occupied  in  the  dis- 
trict during  the  year,  as  compared  with  eighty -five  in  1913  and 
seventy-seven  in  1912.  They  have  all  complied  with  your 
Council’s  Bye-laws.  They  are  all  practically  semi-detached  villa 
residences  situated  in  Cheadle  Hulme  South  Ward.  The  houses 
were  situated  as  follows  : —

Owing  to  the  remarks  which  I have  repeatedly  made  in  my 
other  annual  reports  as  to  the  want  of  suitable  cottages  for  the 
working  class  in  the  Cheadle  Hulme  Wards.  In  1911  the  Local 
Government  Board  made  enquiries  as  to  what  your  Council  were 
doing  in  the  matter.  Your  Council  appointed  a Sub-Committee 
to  go  into  the  matter  and  report..  They  reported  that  they  did 
not  think  that  there  was  at  present  any  need  for  more  cottages 
I have,  with  your  Inspector,  completed  our  inspections  of  the 
cottages  in  both  Cheadle  Hulme  Wards  under  the  Housing  Act, 
and  appended  to  this  report  is  a full  report  on  the  subject. 

Plans  were  passed  for  four  new  streets  during  the  year. 

Your  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following  details 
as  regards  the  number  of  new  houses  and  buildings  for  which 
plans  have  been  submitted  during  the  year.  No  plans  were  re 
ferred  back  as  not  complying  with  your  Council’s  bye-laws. 
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Information  as  to  Buildings,  Plans  for  which  have  been  approved 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1914.

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BLACK  SMOKE. 

Your  Inspector  has  made  several  observations  as  regards  the 
emission  of  black  smoke.  They  were  made  owing  to  complaints 
received  about  the  chimneys  connected  with  the  various  brick- 
yards. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

These  have  been  frequently  visited  and  especially  when  there 
were  any  cases  of  infectious  disease.  I have  at  times,  at  the 
request  of  the  Headmaster  or  Headmistress  examined  children 
when  there  were  suspicious  cases  present  at  School.  I have  re- 
ceived much  valuable  information  from  the  Headmasters  and 
Headmistresses  of  the  various  schools,  as  regards  infectious  disease 
which  is  not  notifiable,  who  now  report  to  me  as  soon  as  possible 
any  case  of  children  staying  away  from  school,  and  supposed  to 
be  suffering  from  some  infectious  disease. 

There  have  been  no  structual  alterations  or  additions  made 
to  any  of  the  elementary  schools  during  the  year.  The  play- 
grounds are  dry,  the  sanitary  conveniences  satisfactory,  and  the 
water  supply  is  good  and  ample. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Under  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907 
the  County  Council  appointed  two  Medical  Inspectors  who  are 
responsible  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I have  received  no  complaints  or  suggestions  from  the  School 
Medical  Inspectors  as  regards  sanitary  matters  connected  with 
any  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  district. 

CEMETERY. 

This  was  formally  opened  in  1903,  and  the  Church  of  England 
portion  wras  consecrated  in  June  of  that  year.  It  is  now  the  chief 
burial  ground  in  the  district.  Cheadle  Hulme  Church  yard  is 
the  only  other  burial  ground  in  the  district  which  is  regularly 
used  for  interments,  the  others,  viz.  : — Cheadle  Parish  Church 
yard,  the  Long  Lane  Chapel  burial  ground  and  the  Grove  Lane 
Chapel  burial  ground  are  used  occasionally. 

In  the  Cemetery  there  were  112  interments  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  110  in  1913  and  92  in  1912. 

Of  these  112  interments  33  were  those  of  residents  in  the  district, 
and  79  non-resident,  as  compared  with  29  resident  and  81  non- 
resident in  1913. 

RECREATION  GROUND. 

There  are  two  recreation  grounds  in  the  district  which  are  much 
used  and  appreciated. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1902. 

The  Act  came  into  force  in  1902,  and  requires  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  report  fully  in  his  aunual  report  on  the  working  of  the 
Act  in  the  Factories,  Workshops,  and  Workplaces  in  his  district. 

The  chief  points  to  be  reported  on  may  be  classified  as  follows  : 

(1)  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

(2)  Sanitary  Condition  of  Bakehouses. 

(3)  Homeworkers. 

(4)  Keeping  a list  of  home  workers. 

(5)  Keeping  a register  of  workshops. 

There  are  fifty-seven  workshops  on  the  register  in  the  district, 
the  same  number  as  last  year.  They  include  : — 


Bleaching  and  Dyeing 2 

Brickmaking 4 

Bakehouses 14 

Builders 8 

Other  Workshops 29 — 57 


The  chief  industries  are  bleaching  and  dyeing,  brickmaking, 
and  silk  hand  loom  weaving. 

The  workshops  are  clean  and  the  air  space  well  above  the  average 
required  by  the  Act,  the  ventilation  and  lighting  are  also  good. 
They  have  all  been  regularly  visited  by  your  Inspector  and  I have 
visited  several  of  them  from  time  to  time. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  BAKEHOUSES. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  is  good.  No  complaints  were 
received  or  had  to  be  made  as  regards  the  limewashing  or  other 
defects.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses.  No  new  bake- 
houses were  erected  nor  were  any  altered  or  improved. 

HOME  WORKERS. 

One  list  of  outworkers  has  been  received  from  one  employer 
relating  to  ten  homeworkers,  and  two  lists  of  homeworkers  have 
been  received  from  other  authorities  giving  the  addresses  of  home- 
workers. The  homeworkers  are  all  engaged  in  making  wearing- 
apparel.  The  homeworkers  premises  are  clean,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated. 

Two  sanitary  defects  were  reported  by  H.  M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  and  Workshops  to  your  Council,  but  no  infringements 
were  reported  by  him  to  your  Council.  The  complaints  received 
from  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  were  the  want  of  suitable  sani- 
tary arrangements  at  two  of  the  brickyards  in  the  distict.  These 
were  at  once  provided. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  were  none  as  far  as  I know  carried  on  in  the  districts 
INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

I have  made,  with  your  Inspector,  several  inspections  of  the 
district,  and  in  some  cases  house  to  house  inspections  in  addition 
to  those  made  by  special  request  or  in  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Your  Inspector  has  made  systematic  house  to  house  inspec- 
tions in  addition  to  those  made  with  me. 

Whenever,  after  inspections  have  been  made,  alterations  or 
improvements  were  considered  necessary,  they  have  been  promptly 
carried  out  after  notice  has  been  served,  to  the  satisfaction  of  your 
Inspector. 

ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. 

Whenever  nuisances  were  reported  either  to  me  or  your  In- 
spector steps  were  taked  to  have  them  abated  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  in  nearly  all  cases  with  satisfactory  results.  When  your 
Inspector  went  to  make  enquiries  about  the  nuisance  it  was  found 
in  many  cases  to  be  caused  by  the  neglect  of  the  occupiers.  In 
ten  cases  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  and  occupiers  with 
respect  to  various  nuisances  as  compared  with  twenty-four  in 
the  previous  year.  Six  cases  had  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 
your  Council  and  Statutory  Notices  were  served  in  each  case 
As  in  previous  years  verbal  notice  was  sufficie  nt  in  most  cases 
the  work  was  promptly  and  satisfactorily  done. 

ON  REVIEWING  THE  YEAR  1914. 

There  has  been  steady  progress  in  the  general  sanitary  condition 
of  the  district,  fewer  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good,  there  has  been 
no  epidemic  of  any  kind.  Fewer  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified,  and  also  fewer  t.ases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  death  rate  is  still  decreasing,  and  from  table  III  it  will 
be  seen  that  over  59  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  registered  were  of 
persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  birth  rate  again  shows  a decided  improvement  but  is  still 
low,  and  below  the  average  for  the  administrative  County. 

The  infant  mortality  is  the  lowest  but  one  that  there  has  been 
since  the  district  was  formed. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  sate  of  the  district  which  calls  for  your 
Council’s  immediate  attention  but  the  question  of  house  refuse 
removal.  As  I have  remarked  in  other  annual  reports  it  will  have 
to  be  gone  into  shortly,  as  yet  the  tips  which  are  being  used  are 
sufficient  for  a year  or  two.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  annual 
report.  It  gives  a full  account  of  the  work  done  in  his  department 
including  the  number  of  inspections  made,  number  of  improve- 
ments and  alterations  to  premises  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  also  the  number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed  from  dwelling 
houses.  From  the  report  it  will  be  seen  what  a lot  of  work  is  done 
which  is  not  brought  to  your  Council’s  notice,  as  most  of  the 
nuisances  are  abated  on  verbal  notice,  and  how  that  his  duties  and 
responsibilities  are  increasing  as  the  district  grows. 

In  conclusion  I must  again  acknowledge  the  very  efficient  help 
I have  always  received  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  T. 
Fernley,  and  other  officials  of  your  Council  in  carrying  out  my 
duties.  I am  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Fernley  for  the  very  great 
help  he  has  given  me  in  drawing  up  this  report.

A Short  Report  on  the  Housing  oe  the  Working  Classes 

IN  THE  CHEADLE  HuLME  WARDS. 


I have  in  my  annual  reports  remarked  on  the  scarcity  of  cottages 
in  the  Cheadle  Hulme  Wards. 

In  1911  the  Local  Government  Board  made  encpiiries  as  to  what 
your  Council  were  doing  in  the  matter.  A Sub -Committee  was 
formed,  and  after  making  enquiries  reported  that  there  was  in 
then  opinion  a sufficiency  of  cottages.  This  does  not  seem  to  be 
the  general  opinion. 

One  reason  I think  that  makes  cottages  scarce  is  that  very  many 
of  them  are  occupied  by  families  whose  members  work  in  Manchester 
or  the  neighbouring  towns. 

I have  with  your  Inspector  made  a very  careful  and  thorough 
inspection  of  all  the  cottages  which  come  under  the  Town  Housing 
Acts,  in  both  Wards,  and  am  still  of  an  opinion  that  more  ought 
to  be  built. 
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There  are  in  both  Wards  313  cottages,  the  rental  of  which  is 
under  seven  shillings  a week,  of  these 

21  cottages  are  under  seven  shillings  and  over  six  shillings. 

51  cottages  are  under  six  shillings. 

136  cottages  are  under  five  shillings. 

90  cottages  under  four  shillings. 

15  cottages  under  three  shillings. 

The  subjoined  table  gives  the  number  of  cottages  in  each  street 
or  road  in  this  part  of  the  district 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  the  cottages  are  situated  in 
five  streets  or  roads  : — 

Wilmslow  Road  ....58 
Hulme  Hall  Road  . .36 
Ladybridge  Road ....  33 

Grove  Lane  25 

Ravenoak  Road 22 

On  the  accompanying  map  the  situation  of  the  cottages  has 
been  marked,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  several  groups  are  a very 
long  way  from  the  centre  of  the  village. 

The  majority  of  these  cottages  we  found  on  inspection  were  clean, 
well  lighted,  and  with  a good  yard  space  behind.  There  were  some 
that  were  in  such  a bad  state  of  repair  that  if  there  had  been  other 
cottages  into  which  the  occupiers  could  have  gone  the  occupiers 
would  have  voluntarily  left  them,  or  we  should  have  applied  for 
a closing  order  until  the  necessary  repairs  had  been  done. 

The  rents  of  the  cottages  taken  as  a whole  are  not  high,  292  out 
of  the  313  being  under  six  shillings  a week,  and  this  is  I think  one 
reason  why  so  many  families  come  from  the  neighbouring  towns. 

As  Cheadle  Hulme  is  rapidly  growing  as  a residential  suburb, 
especially  in  the  South  Ward,  there  is  a corresponding  increase 
in  the  amount  of  employment,  and  the  difficulty  in  finding 
suitable  house  accommodation  for  the  people  thus  employed 
increases.  Several  instances  of  men  with  families  wanting  to 
live  in  Cheadle  Hulme,  as  their  work  is  there,  and  not  being  able 
to  get  house  accommodation  have  been  brought  to  my  notice 
recently. 

As  regards  the  situation  for  cottages,  if  any  are  to  be  erected 
in  my  opinion  would  be  somewhere  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Smithy  Green,  as  the  main  residential  part  of  the  district  is  near 
here,  and  it  is  as  near  as  possible  to.  the  village  and  schools,  and 
as  regards  the  number  required  I should  say  from  about  20  to  50. 

In  conclusion  I might  say  that  as  far  as  I know  there  is  hardly 
one  empty  cottage  in  the  whole  of  the  district  at  the  present  time

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  inspections  made  during 
the  year  1914,  together  with  nuisances  abated  and  improvements 
effected  in  consequence  of  such  inspections. 

INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

House  to  house  inspections  have  been  made  in  twenty -four 
streets  in  Cheadle,  Cheadle  Hulme  and  Gat  ley.  Houses  and 
premises  were  visited  on  complaint,  and  when  infectious  disease 
occurred  in  them.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  was 

1195. 

NOTICES. 

Ten  notices  with  respect  to  various  nuisances,  found  in  course 
of  such  inspections,  were  served  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers, 
and  alterations  and  work  required  to  abate  nuisances,  with  very 
few  exceptions,  were  promptly  carried  out.  In  six  cases  only  was 
it  requisite  to  report  the  nuisances  to  your  Council,  and  in  each 
case  statutory  notices  were  served.  In  all  cases  where  repairs 
and  alterations  were  carried  out,  I visited  and  re-visited  during 
the  progress  of  the  work.  I have  had  interviews  with  owners, 
occupiers,  and  contractors  in  all  parts  of  the  district  relative  to 
work  required  to  be  done  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  Nearly 
all  repairs,  work,  etc.,  necessary  to  be  done  was  carried  out  on 
verbal  notice  to  owners  and  occupiers. 

SMOKE  TESTING. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drains  of  eight  houses, 
and  defects  were  found  in  four  cases.  Two  of  these  cases  were 
shrinkage  of  jointing  material,  one  was  a defective  underground 
drain,  and  the  other  was  a defective  water  closet. 
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DRAINAGE  TO  HOUSES  AND  PREMISIES. 

Thirty  defective  drains  have  been  repaired,  relaid,  or  recon- 
structed. Fourteen  houses  were  entirely  redrained  and  connected 
np  with  yonr  Council’s  sewerage  system.  Four-inch  ventilation 
shafts  were  placed  at  the  highest  points  of  the  drains  and  carried 
up  above  the  eaves  of  the  house  roof. 

PRIVIES  AND  ASHPITS. 

Fifteen  privies  have  been  abolished  and  replaced  with  water 
closets. 

Twenty-one  ashpits  have  been  abolished  and  dustbins  provided 

Four  privies  have  been  repaired. 

Thirty-four  ashbins  have  been  replaced. 

WATER  CLOSETS. 

Seventeen  water  closets  have  been  provided  in  place  of  privies 
which  have  been  abolished.  There  are  at  present  1715  houses 
provided  with  water  closets  in  the  district. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

During  the  year  the  system  of  removal  of  house  refuse  has 
worked  satisfactorily. 

The  applications  for  the  emptying  of  ashpits  are  very  few  in 
number,  and  would  be  still  less  if  occupiers  were  not  so  wasteful 
in  their  habits.  In  the  early  summer  one  of  the  refuse  tips  caught 
fire,  and  I had  some  difficulty  having  it  extinguished,  largely  owing 
to  the  amount  of  combustible  material  in  the  tip  which  ought 
never  to  have  been  removed  from  houses.  During  the  autumn 
of  1913  a large  amount  of  garden  refuse  was  placed  in  the  ashpits 
and  dustbins,  thereby  increasing  the  work  considerably.  On 
reporting  this  to  your  Council  you  instructed  me  to  have  bills 
printed  and  distributed  prohibiting  the  placing  of  this  refuse  in 
the  receptacles.  The  following  bill  was  posted  on  the  bins  and 
ashpits,  and  was  most  beneficial.

NOTICE  IS  HEREBY  GIVEN, 

That  on  and  after  this  date  the  Council  will  only  Remove 
Ashes  and  Legitimate  House  Refuse  placed  in  this  ashpit  or  dust- 
bin, and  occupiers  of  premises  in  the  district  are  requested  not  to 
place  any  Garden,  Trade  or  Vegetable  Refuse  in  such  ashpit  or  dust- 
bin.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  found  generally  clean  and 
well  kept.  Two  cowsheds  have  been  altered,  giving  better 
lighting  and  ventilation. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

73  New  houses  have  been  built  and  occupied  during  the  year. 
These  are  all  built  in  accordance  with  your  Council’ s Bye-laws. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  57  factories  and  workshops  on  the  register,  and  125 
inspections  have  been  made.  Two  complaints  were  received  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  factories  and  workshops  as  to  the  want  of  suit- 
able sanitary  conveniences  at  two  of  the  brickyards  in  the  district. 
These  were  provided  at  once. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  fourteen  bakehouses  on  the  register. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found  very  clean. 

HOME  WORK. 

One  list  of  outworkers  has  been  received  relating  to  ten  out- 
workers, and  two  lists  of  outworkers  have  been  received  from  other 
authorities  giving  addresses  of  outworkers. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  five  slaughter-houses  on  the  register.  They  are  all 
licensed.  These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found  very  clean. 
Several  visits  have  been  made  during  the  slaughtering  of  animals. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Forty-eight  houses  have  been  disinfected  after  illnesses  of  an 
infectious  character.  The  hospital  attached  to  one  of  the  public 
institutions  was  disinfected  after  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  institution. 

NUISANCES. 

12  Complaints  of  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year.  On 
receiving  these  complaints  I immediately  visited  and  made 
enquiries.  In  many  cases  I found  that  the  nuisance  was  caused  by 
the  want  of  care  of  the  occupiers,  I advised  them  what  steps  to  take 
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to  remedy  the  same.  When  a nuisance  arose  from  any  structural 
defect,  I called  the  attention  of  the  owner  or  agent  to  the  matter, 
and  in  a great  many  cases  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  remedy 
same.  In  six  cases  only  was  it  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices 
and  these  were  complied  with  within  the  specified  time.  In  respect 
to  the  house  which  was  closed  in  December,  1912,  and  which  has 
been  thoroughly  redrained  and  repaired,  and  placed  in  good  habit- 
able condition,  has  now  again  become  occupied. 

BLACK  SMOKE. 

Several  complaints  were  received  of  a nuisance  arising  from 
smoke  emitted  from  a chimney  at  one  of  the  brickyards  in  the 
district.  I took  several  observations  of  this  chimney  and  visited 
the  yard,  and  on  making  observations  and  enquiries  I found  that 
it  arose  from  the  want  of  proper  and  systematic  firing  of  a kiln. 
On  advising  the  person  in  charge  of  the  work  as  to  the  more  regular 
charging  of  the  fires,  and  to  reduce  the  number  of  fires  charged  at 
one  time,  there  was  a great  improvement  and  complaints  ceased. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Six  houses  have  been  provided  with  town’s  water.  One  well 
has  been  closed.  1 Sample  of  wrell  water  has  been  obtained  for  the 
purpose  of  analysis.
